March  11,  1997 

The  Moderator,  Edward  Llbby,  swore  in  the  ballot  clerks, 
Prlscilla  Manvllle  and  Shirley  Smith,  and  announced  the  time  for 
accepting  the  absentee  ballots  at  1:00  P.M. 

The  March  eleven,  nineteen  hundred  and  ninety-seven  Town 
Meeting  was  called  to  order  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  morning  by  the 
Moderator  who  announced  the  polls  were  open  to  act  upon  Article 
1-A  and  1-B,  and  at  1:00  P.M.  the  absentee  ballots  were  accepted. 
The  polls  were  closed  at  6:00  P.M.  and  the  ballots  were  tallied. 

Article  1-A.  All  town  officers  and  school  board  members  for 
the  year  ensuing  were  voted  on,  with  the  following  results.

Article  1-B.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  Amend- 
ment No.  1-B  as  proposed  by  Petition,  for  the  Town  Zoning  Ordi- 
nance as  follows:  to  delete  Zoning  Ordinance  Section  5i2:2,  which 
Section  now  allows  an  Inn  or  Hotel  with  a  pitched  roof  more  than 
35'  but  nor  more  than  50'  in  height  by  Special  Exception  if 
certain  conditions  are  met  in  the  Commercial  District  (CV)- 
Village  Area,  and  to  also  delete  from  Zoning  Ordinance  Appendix  A 
-  Special  Exceptions,  the  reference  to  such  Exception  now  allowed 
under  Zoning  Ordinance  Section  5:2:2.  The  Planning  Board  voted 
unanimously  to  disapprove  this  petitioned  amendment.

Article  1-C.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  Amend- 
ment No.  1-C  as  proposed  by  Petition  for  the  Town  Zoning  Ordi- 
nance as  follows-,  to  amend  the  Town  of  Center  Harbor  Zoning  Map, 
and  to  amend  Zoning  Ordinance  Section  9:1:3  to  expand  the  bound- 
ary of  the  Commercial  District  (CV)  -  Village  Area,  to  Include 
Tax  Map  Lot  9-31,  now  part  of  the  Residential  District,  so  that 
the  description  of  the  district  boundary  shall  read  as  follows: 
Beginning  at  a  point  where  the  northwesterly  corner  of  Tax  Map 
Lot  Number  9-27,  also  known  as  the  Nichols  Memorial  Library 
property,  and  the  northeasterly  corner  of  Tax  Map  Lot  9-11,  also 
known  as  the  Morrill  Memorial  Park  Association  property,  meet; 
following  a  straight  line  southwesterly  to  the  northwesterly 
corner  of  Tax  Map  Lot  Number  9-30  (Belknap  County  Registry  of 
Deeds,  Book  649,  Page  258),  also  known  as  the  Dyer  Property;  then 
following  the  boundary  of  Tax  Map  Lot  Number  9-30  in  a  southwest- 
erly direction  to  the  northwesterly  corner  of  Tax  Map  Lot  Number 
9-31,  then  following  the  boundary  of  Tax  Map  Lot  Number  9-31  to 
the  southwesterly  corner  of  Tax  Map  Lot  Number  9-32;  then  follow- 
ing the  common  boundary  of  Tax  Map  Lots  Number  9-31  and  9-32  to  a 
point  where  the  boundary  Intersects  with  Main  Street;  then  fol- 
lowing Main  Street  in  a  northeasterly  direction  to  the  corner  of 
Main  Street  and  Route  25B;  then  following  Route  25B  in  a  north- 
westerly direction  to  the  point  of  beginning.  The  Planning  Board 
voted  6-0  with  one  abstention,  to  disapprove  this  petition.

At  7:30  P.M.  the  Town  Meeting  reconvened  in  the  Fire  Station 
to  act  on  Articles  2  through  37.  The  meeting  was  started  with 
the  Pledge  of  Allegiance  to  the  flag.  Mr.  Seth  Stearns  asked  for 
and  was  granted  three  minutes  to  address  those  gathered.  Mr. 
Stearns  began  by  asking  for  all  Bicentennial  Committee  Members 
and  those  who  have  helped  the  Bicentennial  Committee  to  stand. 
He  then  asked  Elolse  Coudert  and  Barbara  Lauterbach  to  come 
forward.   Barbara  Lauterbach  read  a  Declaration  from  the  House  of 


Representatives  to  the  citizens  of  the  Town  of  Center  Harbor  in 
recognition  of  the  Bicentennial.  This  Declaration  was  then 
presented  to  the  Selectmen. 

Article  2.  It  was  moved  by  Chuck  Burns,  seconded  by  Bess 
Hanson  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $269,060  to  defray 
town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year.  Vote  was  unanimously  in 
favor. 

Article  3.  It  was  moved  by  Aaron  Smith,  seconded  by  John 
Kimball  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  3184,371  for  the 
maintenance  of  Town  Highways  and  Bridges,  including  sidewalks, 
and  dead  tree  removal,  S23,683  to  be  paid  from.  State  Highway 
Block  Aid,  the  balance  of  $160,688  to  be  raised  by  taxes.  Vote 
was  unanimously  in  favor. 

At  this  time  Lewis  Hanson  made  a  motion,  seconded  by  Chuck  Burns 
to  delay  Article  5  until  one  hour  after  the  polls  are  open  and 
the  results  are  in  for  Article  4. 

Article  4.  It  was  moved  by  Robert  Heath,  a  resident  of 
Kelsea  Ave,  to  raise  and  appropriate  up  to  $250,000  to  upgrade 
Kelsea  Ave.  and  Kelley  Court,  to  include  proper  drainage,  paved 
sidewalks  with  granite  curbs,  proper  base,  construction  and 
paving  of  the  street  from  Route  25B  to  Bean  Road,  and  proper 
finish  work  to  grade  the  new  street  into  all  properties  that 
front  Kelsea  Ave.  and  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  borrow  such 
funds  in  the  name  of  the  Town.  This  motion  was  seconded  by 
Herbert  Martin.  Mr.  Heath  spoke  to  this  issue.  Kelsea  Ave.  is 
primarily  a  residential  street.  There  has  never  been  an  upgrade 
and  the  drainage  problems  effect  some  of  the  residents.  This 
year  a  petition  was  presented  to  the  Selectmen  reguesting  the 
road  be  upgraded.  Lew  Hanson  spoke  for  the  Selectmen.  He  ex- 
plained that  the  State  reguires  the  Selectmen  to  recommend  or  nor 
recommend  each  Warrant  Article.  It  is  not  the  idea  but  the 
approach  that  the  Selectmen  object  to.  The  Selectmen  recognize 
that  this  needs  to  be  done.  They  feel  that  the  engineering 
should  be  done  separately.  Mr.  Hanson  then  explained  the  effect 
<  •:•.!"!  !  I'/ivri  on  the  tax  rate.  The  Road  Agent  Jeff 
Maine?.:  ^x-pia ;;-•->:!  rhat  the  $250,00  figure  reflects  that  amount 
that  it  would  cost  to  meet  the  petition.  The  street  has  a  defi- 
ciency in  drainage  and  underground  water  problems.  The  recon- 
struction need  to  be  done  right.  The  Selectmen  feel  that  this 
work  could  be  done  for  less  but  $250,000  is  the  figure  they 
received.  Peter  Ruel  stated  that  he  thinks  there  are  roads  in 
town  that  are  far  worse  that  Kelsea  Ave.  Richard  White  stated 
that  the  Town  Report  made  it  sound  as  if  the  Selectmen  are  not 
recommending  this .  Chuck  Burns  explained  that  the  Selectmen  are 
in  favor  of  upgrading  Kelsea  Ave.,  but  not  the  way  the  Petition 
reads.  To  complete  the  project  by  Aug.  of  1997  may  or  may  not  be 
possible.  Bob  Heath  then  emphasized  that  no  date  of  completion 
was  in  the  motion.  Lew  Hanson  then  asked  to  amend  the  motion  to 
include  that  this  be  "non  lapsing  through  1998."  Bob  Heath 
seconded  this  amendment.  Edward  Llbby  read  the  motion  including 
The  amendment  was  adopted.   Bart  Coudert  feels  that  there  are  a 
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lot  of  roads  that  need  work  and  this  is  a  poor  precedent .  Jeff 
Haines  agreed  that  there  are  other  roads  that  need  to  be  rebuilt 
and  a  road  reconstruction  program  should  be  started.  Edward 
Llbby  then  read  the  motion  including  the  amendment  and  opened  the 
polls  at  8:17  P.M.  The  polls  remained  open  for  62  minutes.  The 
results  of  the  vote  were:  38  YES  votes  and  48  NO  votes.  A  two- 
thirds  ballot  vote  is  reguired  for  passage.  This  Article  was 
defeated. 

Article  6.  It  was  moved  by  Aaron  Smith,  seconded  by  Patrick 
Mohan  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  5147,056  for  the  dispo- 
sition of  Solid  Waste.  The  Moderator  declared  the  vote  unanimous- 
ly in  favor. 

Article  7.  It  was  moved  by  Chuck  Burns,  seconded  by  John 
Kimball  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  347,000  for  the 
maintenance  of  the  Center  Harbor  Fire  Department.  Vote  was 
unanimously  in  favor. 

Article  8.  It  was  moved  by  Lewis  Hanson,  seconded  by  Roger 
Martin  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $81,335  for  the  opera- 
tion of  the  Police  Department.  The  vote  was  unanimously  in 
favor. 

Article  9.  It  was  moved  by  Chuck  Burns,  seconded  by  David 
Schimke  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  enter  into  a  long-term 
lease/purchase  agreement  in  the  amount  of  $20,776,  payable  over  a 
term  of  thirty-six  months,  to  purchase  a  new  Ford  Police  Cruiser 
for  the  Police  Department  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$6,925  for  the  first  year's  payment  for  that  purpose.  Doctor 
Marshall  asked  if  the  car  would  be  ours  and  what  the  cash  price 
would  be?  Chuck  Burns  explained  that  this  would  be  a  lease- 
purchase  and  that  at  the  end  of  the  lease  the  car  would  be  ours 
for  a  dollar.  The  vote  was  80  YES  and  4  NO.  This  article  re- 
guired a  two-thirds  ballot  vote.   This  article  was  passed. 

Article  10.  It  was  moved  by  Elolse  Coudert  and  seconded  by 
Patrick  Mohan  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $30,600  for 
Parks  and  Recreation,  to  include  Band  Concerts,  Holiday  Celebra- 
tions and  Lifeguards.  The  Moderator  declared  the  vote  unanimous 
in  favor. 

Article  11.  An  amendment  to  Article  11  was  made  by  Elolse 
Coudert  to  see  If  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $3,500  for  the  construction  of  a  sand  volleyball  court  at 
the  Town  Beach.  This  sum  to  be  offset  by  donations  to  the  extent 
possible  with  a  maximum  of  $3,000  to  be  raised  by  taxes.  This 
will  be  a  non-lapsing  account  per  RSA  32:3  VI  and  will  not  lapse 
until  the  volleyball  court  Is  completed  or  in  two  years,  whichev- 
er is  less.  This  motion  was  seconded  by  Bart  Coudert.  John 
Schlemmer  was  concerned  about  the  hydrant  line  that  goes  through 
the  beach  area  being  effected  by  the  volleyball  court.  Elolse 
explained  that  the  court  will  be  moved  to  the  area  below  the  ice 
rink  and  the  old  court  will  be  removed.   Edward  Llbby  read  the 


amended  article.   There  were  four  nay  votes.   This  article  passed 
by  majority. 

Article  12.  It  was  moved  by  Lew  Hanson  and  seconded  by 
Roger  Martin  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $33,804  for  the 
purpose  of  providing  ambulance  service  to  the  Town.  The  vote  was 
unanimously  In  favor. 

Article  13.  It  was  moved  by  Helen  Heiner  and  seconded  by 
Bess  Hanson  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $38,900  for  the 
operation  of  the  Nichols  Memorial  Library,  $7,320  to  be  paid  from 
trust  and  other  funds,  the  balance  of  331,580  to  be  raised  by 
taxes.   The  vote  was  unanimously  in  favor. 

Article  14.  It  was  moved  by  Helen  Heiner  and  seconded  by 
Roger  Martin  to  adopt  the  provisions  of  RSA  202-A:4-d  authorizing 
the  library  trustees  to  accept  gifts  of  personal  property,  other 
than  money,  which  may  be  offered  to  the  library  for  any  public 
purpose,  provided,  however,  that  no  acceptance  of  personal 
property  by  the  library  trustees  shall  be  deemed  to  bind  the  town 
or  the  library  trustees  to  raise,  appropriate  or  expend  any 
public  funds  for  the  operation,  maintenance,  repair  or  replace- 
ment of  such  personal  property.  The  vote  was  unanimous  in  the 
affirmative. 

Article  15.  It  was  moved  by  Aaron  Smith  and  seconded  by 
Bess  Hanson  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $6,000  for  direct 
welfare.  Peter  Ruel  asked  that  if  this  money  went  to  pay  rents 
that  the  Town  make  sure  that  the  landlords  comply  with  all  of  the 
Town  rules  and  ordinances.  Bess  Hanson  replied  that  the  Town 
does  its  best  to  see  that  the  checks  get  to  the  right  places. 
Peter  Ruel  wants  to  make  sure  that  the  landlords  comply.  Bess 
Hanson  -  We  do  not  go  out  and  Inspect  but  the  places  we  send 
money  are  inspected  by  the  Fire  Department.  The  vote  was  unani- 
mously in  favor. 

Article   16.    It   was  moved  by  Helen  Heiner,   seconded  by 

Robert   Heath  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $500  for  the 

Center  Harbor  Historical  society.   The  vote  was  unanimously  in 
favor. 

Article  17.  It  was  moved  by  Peter  Ruel  and  seconded  by 
Gregory  Garrick  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,000  for 
Center  Harbor's  share  of  the  operation  of  the  Red  Hill  Fire 
Tower.   The  vote  was  unanimously  in  favor. 

Article  18.  It  was  moved  by  Bess  Hanson,  seconded  by  Karen 
Peranelll  to  raise  and  appropriate  $4,275  for  the  support  of  the 
Inter-Lakes  Day  Care  Center.  David  Schimke  corrected  the  figure 
printed  in  the  Town  Report  for  the  1996  Town  Meeting.  The  vote 
was  unanimous  in  the  affirmative. 

Article  19.  It  was  moved  by  Bess  Hanson  and  seconded  by 
Eloise  Coudert  to  raise  and  appropriate  $3,500  for  the  support  of 
the  Lakes  Region  Family  Service.   The  vote  was  unanimous  in  the 
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affirmative. 

Article  20.  It  was  moved  by  Bess  Hanson  and  seconded  by 
Ellen  Burns  to  raise  and  appropriate  314,468  for  the  Meredith 
Public  Health  Nursing  Association.  The  vote  was  unanimous  in 
favor. 

Article  21.  It  was  moved  by  Bess  Hanson  and  seconded  by 
John  Kimball  to  raise  and  appropriate  $400  for  the  support  of  the 
Greater  White  Mountain  Chapter  of  the  American  Red  Cross.  The 
vote  was  unanimously  in  favor. 

Article  22.  It  was  moved  by  Chuck  Burns  and  seconded  by 
Bess  Hanson  to  raise  and  appropriate  56,582  for  the  Community 
Action  Program.   The  vote  was  unanimous  in  favor. 

Article  23.  It  was  moved  by  Lew  Hanson  and  seconded  by 
Roger  Martin  to  raise  and  appropriate  $600  for  Lakes  Region 
General  Hospital.   The  vote  was  unanimous  in  favor. 

Article  24.  It  was  moved  by  Aaron  Smith  and  seconded  by 
Bess  Hanson  to  raise  and  appropriate  $300  for  the  support  of  the 
Lakes  Region  Community  Services  Council.  The  vote  was  unanimous 
in  favor. 

Article  25.  It  was  moved  by  Helen  Helner  seconded  by  Bess 
Hanson  to  raise  and  appropriate  $750  for  the  support  of  New 
Beginnings.  David  Schimke  asked  why  this  went  up  from  last  year. 
Helen  Heiner  explained  that  over  the  past  year  the  support  serv- 
ices for  Center  Harbor  have  increased.  The  vote  was  unanimously 
in  favor. 

Article  26.  It  was  moved  by  Seth  Stearns  and  seconded  by 
John  Kimball  to  permit  the  use  of  Tax  Property  #9-76  to  be  de- 
veloped as  a  Town  Park  and  site  for  a  community  bandstand, 
property  being  the  land  across  from  the  Municipal  Building  be- 
tween Main  Street  and  Route  25.  Seth  Stearns  explained  that  this 
is  the  first  of  three  Articles  concerning  the  Bicentennial.  The 
Bicentennial  Committee  has  been  working  for  the  year  on  upcoming 
events.   The  vote  was  unanimously  in  favor. 

Article  27.  It  was  moved  by  Diane  Drenkhahn,  seconded  by 
Roger  Martin  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $25,000  to  fund 
and  conduct  the  activities  of  the  Center  Harbor  Bicentennial. 
This  sum  to  be  offset  by  donations  to  the  extent  possible  with  a 
maximum  of  $5,000  to  be  raised  by  taxes.  The  vote  was  unanimous- 
ly in  favor. 

Article  28.  It  was  moved  by  John  Kimball  and  seconded  by 
Helen  Helner  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $60,000  for 
funding  of  a  Center  Harbor  community  bandstand  and  park  area. 
This  sum  to  be  offset  by  donations  to  the  extent  possible  with  a 
maximum  of  $20,000  to  be  raised  by  taxes.  The  vote  was  unani- 
mously in  favor. 
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Article  29.  It  was  moved  by  Chuck  Burns  and  seconded  by 
Robert  Heath  to  raise  330,000  for  the  purpose  of  reducing  the 
general  fund  deficit  pursuant  to  RSA  41:0.V.  The  vote  was  unani- 
mously in  favor. 

Article  30.  It  was  moved  by  Lew  Hanson  seconded  by  Seth 
Stearns  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1.00  to  expend  from  Tax  Antic- 
ipation Notes.  Robert  Beem  asked  for  an  explanation.  Lew  Hanson 
explained  that  this  was  being  done  so  that  we  can  legally  spend 
the  money  borrowed  by  TANs .   The  vote  was  unanimously  in  favor. 

At  this  time  the  Moderator  closed  the  polls  and  addressed  Article 
5. 

Article  5.  It  was  moved  by  Chuck  Burns  seconded  by  Roger 
Martin  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $20,000  to  develop  a 
final  engineering  design  for  the  reconstruction  of  Kelsea  Ave. 
and  Kelley  Court,  construction  of  said  project  to  be  completed  in 
1998,  to  be  non- lapsing  through  1998.  This  Article  was  passed  by 
majority  vote. 

Article  31.  It  was  moved  by  Robert  Beem  seconded  by  Carolyn 
Schoenbauer  that  Town  Meeting  recommend  that  the  Selectmen  retain 
the  present  system  of  annual  tax  billing.  Robert  Beem  -  The 
issue  is  whether  the  Selectmen  will  go  to  semi-annual  billing  or 
stay  at  the  annual  billing.  The  question  is  will  it  save  money? 
It  varies  from  year  to  year.  Last  year  with  annual  billing  the 
net  cost  to  the  Town  was  $6,000.  If  we  go  to  semi-annual  billing 
the  Town  will  still  have  to  borrow.  Robert  Heath,  Treasurer, 
stated  that  recently  he  saw  a  list  of  one  hundred  and  twenty- 
three  towns,  one  hundred  and  eighteen  towns  were  doing  semi- 
annual billing.  The  net  figure  is  due  to  re- investment .  Gerry 
O'Neil  stated  that  he  comes  from  one  of  those  towns  and  he  votes 
that  we  stay  with  what  we  have.  The  majority  voted  to  retain  the 
present  tax  system. 

Article  32.  It  was  moved  by  David  Schimke  seconded  by  Roger 
Martin  to  allow  a  discount  of  two  percent  on  taxes  paid  in  full 
within  fifteen  (15)  days  of  issue  of  the  tax  bills  by  the  Tax 
Collector.   The  vote  was  unanimously  in  favor. 

Article  33.  It  was  moved  by  Robert  Heath  seconded  by  Grego- 
ry Garrlck  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  hire  money  in  anticipa- 
tion of  taxes.   The  vote  was  unanimously  in  favor. 

Article  34.  It  was  moved  by  Chuck  Burns  and  seconded  by 
Robert  Heath  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  lease  the  property 
adjacent  to  Senter's  Market,  and  owned  by  the  Town,  for  the 
erection  of  signage  for  the  businesses  located  in  Senter's  Mar- 
ket .  Signage  must  comply  with  Town  Ordinances  and  be  approved  by 
the  Planning  Board.  Robert  Beem  asked  if  anyone  had  researched 
the  Town  Ordinances  for  off -site  signage.  Is  it  legal?  If  we 
rent  them  the  land  the  sign  will  still  be  off-site.  Chuck  Burns 
stated  that  the  present  ordinances  do  not  permit  this,  but  ordi- 
nances can  be  changed.   Harold  Bernt  asked  if  this  would  be  it  up 
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to  other  busineses  to  have  signs  on  town  land.  Chuck  Burns 
stated  that  the  town  owns  this  property  but  does  not  have  land 
adjacent  to  other  businesses.  Lew  Hanson  showed  a  map  delineat- 
ing the  quit  claim  area  and  encroachment  area.  The  vote  was  31 
Yes  and  43  No.   The  motion  was  defeated. 

Article  35.  It  was  moved  by  Lew  Hanson  and  seconded  by 
Roger  Martin  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  apply  for,  receive  and 
expend  federal  and  state  grants,  which  may  become  available 
during  the  course  of  the  year,  and  also  to  accept  and  expend 
money  from  any  governmental  unit  or  private  source  to  be  used  for 
the  purposes  for  which  the  Town  may  legally  appropriate  money, 
provided:  (1)  that  such  grants  and  other  monues  do  not  require 
expenditure  of  other  Town  funds,  (2)  that  a  public  hearing  shall 
be  held  by  the  Selectmen  prior  to  the  receipt  and  expenditure  of 
such  grants  and  monies,  and  (3)  that  such  items  shall  be  exempt 
from  all  provisions  of  RSA  32  relative  to  limitation  and  expendi- 
ture of  Town  monies,  all  as  provided  bu  RSA  31:05-b.

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TOWN  OF  CENTER  HARBOR  PLANNING  BOARD  REPORT 

The  Center  Harbor  Planning  Board  enjoyed  a  relatively  calm 
and  quiet  year  in  1997.  Meeting  twice  per  month  the  board  had  a 
chance  to  review  and  propose  some  changes  to  our  current  ordi- 
nances. Areas  of  work  included  modification  of  the  home  occupa- 
tion section  to  allow  a  few  more  uses  to  keep  up  with  current 
trends  in  business  within  the  town.  The  board  has  also  attempted 
to  better  define  the  use  of  shorefront  lots  with  new  definitions 
for  boathouses,  outdoor  living  areas  and  patios. 

The  requests  for  subdivisions  were  minimal  this  year,  mostly 
minor  boundary  line  adjustments  to  existing  lots.  Non- 
residential site  plan  reviews  were  also  minimal,  however,  the 
board  continued  with  the  ongoing  Legion  of  Christ  school  and 
their  expansion.  The  board  will  be  working  on  the  site  plan  for 
the  Sheafe  Harbor  House  which  was  relocated  to  the  property 
behind  Senter's  Market.  Their  plan  includes  the  possibility  of  a 
new  community  center  which  is  an  idea  that  excites  some  residents 
and  may  provide  programs  which  are  needed.  The  new  bandstand 
became  a  reality  in  the  town  park  overlooking  the  lake  and  many 
volunteers  are  to  be  commended  for  their  efforts  to  bring  back 
something  which  the  town  had  lost  and  now  has  a  reason  for  re- 
newed community  pride.  It  is  this  type  of  community  pride  which 
makes  Center  Harbor  a  unique  place  to  live,  and  with  proper  land 
use  and  planning  will  continue  to  be  a  unique  and  beautiful  place 
to  reside. 

The  Planning  Board  owes  a  big  thank  you  to  clerk  Sheila 
Mohan  for  keeping  us  organized  and  on  track.  The  Board  meets  on 
the  first  and  third  Tuesday  of  every  month  and  welcomes  any 
public  input  during  those  meetings.

There  was  a  significant  increase  in  the  number  of  people  visiting 
and  using  the  Library  during  1997,  due  in  part  to  the  activities 
of  the  Bicentennial.  The  monthly  historical  photo  exhibits 
provided  by  Barbara  and  Garald  Kelley  and  Nancy  and  Roger  Kelley 
were  very  well  received.  Patrons  and  visitors  enjoyed  the  oppor- 
tunity to  view  the  Currier  &  Ives  print  of  Center  Harbor  loaned 
to  the  Library  for  the  Bicentennial  year  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Tony 
Halsey . 

During  the  summer,  the  children's  area  of  the  Library  was  refur- 
bished. New  bookcases  were  made  and  Installed  by  the  New  Hamp- 
shire State  Prison  inmates.  Donations  of  a  platform  rocker  by 
Ippolito's  Furniture  and  child  size  plastic  chairs  from  E.  M. 
Heath,  Inc.  provided  more  comfortable  seating.  The  result  was  a 
more  pleasing  area  with  expanded  shelving  for  the  children's 
materials  and  more  floor  space  for  the  youngsters  to  take  advan- 
tage of  the  collection.  A  video  display  unit  was  purchased  as 
well  as  a  small  book  truck  for  shelving.  The  long  oak  bench  at 
the  rear  of  the  Library  was  moved  to  the  Town  Offices  and  a  young 
adult  section  is  being  established  in  its  place.  These  improve- 
ments were  made  possible  by  donations  from  Sabanek  Associates 
employees,  the  Meredith  Village  Savings  Bank,  and  the  individual 
gifts  of  many  Library  supporters. 

The  Nichols  Memorial  Library  Association  and  the  Center  Harbor 
Parks  and  Recreation  Department  sponsored  a  story-teller  in  July 
at  the  new  bandstand.  Elolse  Coudert  led  two  Saturday  sessions 
in  the  spring  helping  children  establish  a  Bicentennial  garden  at 
the  Library.  In  the  fall,  Elolse  conducted  a  colonial  crafts 
program  at  the  Library  and  organized  a  morning  of  early  American 
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dances  with  the  sponsorship  of  the  Bicentennial  committee.  The 
Library  Trustees  held  a  community  day  of  appreciation  in  August, 
inviting  Library  patrons  and  supporters  to  see  the  improvements 
to  the  Library,  made  possible  with  their  support.  The  annual 
community  Christmas  party  was  held  the  first  Saturday  in  December 
with  Christmas  crafts  and  caroling  organized  by  Elolse  and  re- 
freshments provided  by  the  Trustees.  A  gift  from  the  Meredith 
Village  Savings  Bank  and  a  gift  from  a  Library  patron  allowed  us 
to  continue  to  offer  a  family  pass  to  the  Christa  McCuliffe 
Planetarium  and  to  the  Science  Center  of  New  Hampshire. 

I  am  grateful  for  the  dedication  and  support  of  the  Library 
Trustees,  the  Treasurer,  Sarah  Heath,  and  Library  Assistant,  Judy 
Hodges.  The  hard  work  of  many  volunteers  and  generosity  of 
members  of  the  community  has  been  instrumental  in  our  progress 
this  past  year.

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CENTER  HARBOR  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION  1997  ANNUAL  REPORT 

During  1997,  the  Commission  concerned  Itself  with  several  Dredge 
and  Pill  permits  for  the  reconstruction  of  existing  docking 
facilities  on  the  lakes  within  the  town.  There  was  only  one 
application  for  new  construction  of  docking  facilities. 

The  Commission  completed  its  eleventh  year  of  Lay  Lake  Monitoring 
in  Center  Harbor  Bay.  Lake  monitors  take  water  samples  from  the 
deepest  point  of  the  bay  and  the  bay  entrance  on  a  weekly  basis 
during  the  summer  months.  Since  the  inception  of  the  monitoring 
program,  Center  Harbor  continues  to  en Joy  the  benefits  of  a 
ogllotrophic  (clean  and  clear)  lake.  This  program  is  part  of  a 
statewide  monitoring  program  under  the  direction  of  the  Field 
Biology  Group  at  the  University  of  New  Hampshire. 

The  Commission  was  also  involved  in  the  annual  Household  Hazard- 
ous Waste  Collection  Day  which  took  place  at  the  Meredith  collec- 
tion station.  Many  gallons  and  many  pounds  of  hazardous  house- 
hold chemical  wastes  were  collected  and  disposed  of  properly  with 
the  assistance  of  a  professional  hazardous  waste  collection 
company. 

The  Ken  Sorlien  Campership  Award  was  made  available  to  two  Center 
Harbor  youths  again  this  year.  Its  purpose  is  to  promote  conser- 
vation awareness  through  education.  Annually  our  town  sponsors 
two  young  people  to  participate  at  a  Conservation  Camp  at  the 
Bear  Brook  State  Park  in  Allenstown.  This  scholarship  has  been 
awarded  annually  for  many  years.  It  was  recently  named  to  honor 
the  memory  of  our  past  chairman,  Ken  Sorlien. 

As  part  of  the  town's  bicentennial  celebration,  the  Commission 
sponsored  the  planting  of  two  Liberty  Elms  in  our  newly  acquired 
park  area  on  Main  Street.  The  Commission  has  decided  to  make 
tree  plantings  an  annual  project.

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REPORT  OP  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN  AND  STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

To  aid  your  Forest  Fire  Warden,  Fire  Department  and  State  Forest 
Ranger,  contact  your  local  Warden  or  Fire  Department  to  find  out 
if  a  permit  is  required  before  doing  any  open  burning.  Viola- 
tions of  RSA  227-L:17,  the  fire  permit  law  and  the  other  burning 
laws  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  are  misdemeanors  punishable  by 
fines  of  up  to  $2,000  and/or  a  year  in  jail.  Violators  are  also 
liable  for  all  fire  suppression  costs. 

There  are  ten  Forest  Rangers  who  work  for  the  N.H.  Division  of 
Forests  and  Lands,  Forest  Protection  Bureau.  State  Forest  Rang- 
ers are  available  to  assist  communities  with  forest  fire  suppres- 
sion, prevention  and  training  programs  as  well  as  the  enforcement 
of  forest  fire  and  timber  harvest  laws.  If  you  have  any  ques- 
tions regarding  forest  fire  or  timber  harvest  laws  please  call 
our  office  at  271-2217. 

There  are  2400  Forest  Fire  Wardens  and  Deputy  Forest  Fire  Wardens 
throughout  the  state.  Each  town  has  a  Forest  Fire  Warden  and 
several  Deputy  Wardens  who  assist  the  Forest  Rangers  with  forest 
fire  suppression,  prevention,  and  law  enforcement.  The  1997  fire 
season  was  a  safe  period  for  wildland  firefighters  with  no  major 
injuries  reported.  The  drought  conditions  experienced  during  the 
early  summer  months  was  a  significant  factor  resulting  in  the 
total  number  of  fires  reported  during  the  season. 

The  State  of  New  Hampshire  operates  15  fire  towers,  2  mobile 
patrols  and  3  contract  aircraft  patrols.  This  early  detection 
and  reports  from  citizens  aid  in  quick  response  from  local  fire 
departments.  This  is  a  critical  factor  in  controlling  the  size 
of  wildland  fires  and  keeping  the  loss  of  property  and  suppres- 
sion costs  as  low  as  possible.

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CENTER  HARBOR  BICENTENNIAL  COMMITTEE 

1997  was  the  year  to  be  here!".  Ask  anyone  that  attended  any  of 
the  multiple  events  of  the  year.  Yes,  it  was  the  200th  birthday 
of  Center  Harbor  in  1997  its  birth  date  being  December  7,  1797. 
There  was  so  much  to  cover,  the  birthday  party  was  started  a 
little  early. 

January  kicked  off  the  year  with  a  Winter  Outing  at  the  Red  Hill 
Inn.  There  were  over  85  people  that  braved  the  cold  icy  winds 
and  enjoyed  the  introduction  of  all  the  events  that  were  to 
follow.  In  February  there  was  a  Winter  Carnival  that  was  so 
popular  that  everyone  thought  it  should  be  an  annual  event .  The 
Beard  Contest  in  April  seemed  to  draw  a  lot  of  attention  from  the 
media.  There  were  pictures  of  bearded  men  in  most  of  the  states 
newspapers.  Well  over  100  people  crowded  into  the  hall  at  the 
Congregational  church  on  a  Saturday  night  in  April  to  watch 
haircuts . 

Spring  brought  out  still  more  to  watch  the  tree  planting  in  the 
park.  Spring  also  displayed  the  work  of  those  that  had  done  Fall 
planting.  New  gardens  were  popping  up  all  over  town.  The  gar- 
dens of  Center  Harbor  had  people  talking  all  year  long.  It  was  a 
beautiful  display  well  planned  and  maintained.  May  was  the  Civil 
War  Living  History  Display,  combined  with  garden  planting  and  the 
celebration  of  Memorial  Day.  June  saw  the  Reenactment  of  the 
landing  of  Moses  Senter  and  John  Bean.  The  Mount  Washington 
Cruise  was  a  "sell  out"  for  a  beautiful  3  hour  evening  sail  on 
the  lake. 

The  Bicentennial  Quilt  was  begun  in  July  of  1996  and  12  women 
worked  on  the  project  for  12  months.  It  was  presented  to  the 
town  just  before  the  Parade.  The  Bicentennial  Quilt  won  the 
"best  of  all  floats"  in  the  annual  parade.  The  bandstand,  start- 
ed on  Mother's  Day,  was  to  be  completed  by  the  4th.  However,  the 
floor  was  just  being  put  in  place  2  days  prior  to  the  Fourth  of 
July  Celebration;  the  dedication  was  on  the  6th.  It  was  complet- 
ed December  3rd,  just  in  time  to  decorate  for  the  Christmas 
season. 

The  Town  Band  was  first  to  use  the  new  bandstand  on  the  Fourth. 
That  night  there  were  thousands  gathered  to  hear  the  band  and 
watch  the  fabulous  town  fireworks.  (Some  people  were  stuck  in 
traffic  in  Center  Harbor  for  over  45  minutes  that  night  after  the 
show) !  Over  250  people  showed  up  for  each  of  the  Friday  night 
band  concerts  on  the  new  town  bandstand.  All  the  events  of  that 
weekend  clicked  off  with  only  minor  interruptions  of  brief  rain 
showers.  The  dedication  of  the  bandstand  included  several 
speeches  and  a  concert  by  the  Freese  Brothers  Big  Band.  During 
the  weekend  there  was  a  Commemorative  Postal  Cancellation  under 
the  tent.  The  two  seals  used  were  the  results  of  a  contest  at 
the  Interlakes  High  School  that  was  held  In  April..  The  pancake 
breakfast  was  sold  out  and  the  Chicken  Bar-B-Que  was  a  winner. 
All  this  was  Influenced  by  the  festive  atmosphere  supplied  by  a 
big  circus  tent  pitched  on  the  Town  Hall  lawn  and  decorations  to 
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match  the  occasion.  The  annual  parade  was  the  "best  ever"  as 
expressed  by  many  of  the  life  time  residents. 

August  was  also  a  highlight  that  brought  out  the  tents  again. 
The  Herrington  Catalog  had  a  tent  sale  that  made  people  take 
note.  There  were  musical  groups  on  the  bandstand  and  a  display 
of  vintage  autos  in  the  park.  The  two  day  event  had  something 
for  everyone.  Yes,  there  was  also  a  Picnic  in  the  Park  featuring 
a  horseshoe  contest  on  the  beach.  A  cold  Sunday  in  September  was 
the  time  chosen  for  the  Harvest  Concert.  It  was  COLD!  The  music 
was  HOT! 

The  final  meeting  of  the  Bicentennial  Committee  was  held  at  the 
Chequers  Harbour  Restaurant  on  December  6th.  A  short  business 
meeting  was  held  followed  by  a  fun  gathering  of  over  60  people 
who  talked  and  laughed  recalling  the  past  year's  events.  Sunday 
the  7th,  the  actual  date  of  the  founding  of  Center  Harbor,  there 
was  a  service  at  the  Congregational  Church.  The  Carter  Mountain 
Brass  was  there  to  help  bring  closure  to  the  year's  celebration. 
They  also  accompanied  our  trek  to  the  bandstand  to  sing  Christmas 
Carols.  The  fellowship  continued  with  hot  drinks  and  food  at  the 
Church  after  the  caroling. 

Did  you  miss  "the  year  to  be  here!"?  The  Centre  Harbor  Histori- 
cal Society  has  been  named  curator  of  all  pictures,  news  clip- 
pings and  is  "guardian  of  the  quilt"  and  all  the  bicentennial 
artifacts.  The  Bicentennial  Quilt  can  be  viewed  at  the  Town  Hall 
in  the  Cary  Mead  Room.  The  Greater  Meredith  Chamber  of  Commerce 
honored  Center  Harbor  with  the  Civic  Project  Award  of  1997  for 
the  new  Town  Bandstand.  A  45  minute  video  is  being  prepared  as 
keepsake  of  this  bicentennial  year.  It  will  soon  be  available  at 
the  Town  Office. 

Just  think!  The  Bicentennial  Committee  started  out  without  any 
tax  funding.  Over  33  thousand  dollars  was  raised  to  run  the 
year's  bicentennial  events.  Sixty-five  thousand  dollars  was 
raised,  plus  countless  donations  of  time  and  materials,  to  build 
and  develop  the  bandstand  area.  The  total  funding  was  done 
without  one  dollar  of  tax  money  being  spent.  That  was  an  accom- 
plishment many  thought  to  be  impossible. 

All  in  all,  it  took  a  lot  of  dedication  by  many  committed  people 
to  bring  the  Bicentennial  Year  to  Center  Harbor;  the  individuals 
that  showed  up  each  month  for  the  committee  meetings,  the  100  or 
more  that  gave  money  to  support  the  activities  and  the  bandstand, 
those  that  gave  time  and  talent  to  make  it  happen,  and  most  of 
all  a  community  that  showed  their  appreciation  for  the  time  spent 
by  attending  the  bicentennial  events. 

Center  Harbor  you've  done  yourself  proud  in  1997.  Lets  keep  the 
spirit  alive  and  well.

The  Center  Harbor  Park  Development  Commission  was  established  to 
preserve  and  extend  the  community  spirit  that  has  been  generated 
by  the  Town's  Bicentennial.  The  commissioners  are  all  former 
active  members  of  the  Bicentennial  Committee  and  have  a  vested 
interest  in  seeing  the  continuation  of  the  area  development.  The 
Commissioners  are:  Seth  Ira  Stearns,  Chairman;  Paul  Mayerson, 
Vice  Chairman;  Nancy  Starrett,  Secretary-Treasurer?  Ingrid  Smith; 
Chris  Williams;  Richard  Drenkhahn;  and  Nancy  Kelley. 

The  first  priority  of  the  Commission  is  to  finish  the  work  begun 
by  the  Bicentennial  Committee  in  regard  to  the  bandstand.  There 
are  numerous  landscape  and  physical  features  that  could  not  be 
finished  because  of  the  constraints  of  time  and  money.  There 
were  also  additional  desires  expressed  in  a  Public  Meeting  In 
November  (1997)  that  suggested  other  enhancements  in  the  Main 
Street  area  as  well  as  changes  needed  at  town  beaches,  High 
Haith,  and  the  Route  25B  recreation  areas.  The  Commission  is 
currently  in  the  process  of  drafting  the  rules  and  fees  governing 
the  use  of  the  new  Town  Bandstand  facilities. 

The  Intent  of  the  Commission  is  to  look  for  monetary  support  from 
community  grants,  gifts  from  interested  citizens  that  have  the 
same  vision  as  the  Commissioners,  as  well  as  other  fund  raising 
efforts.

1997  ANNUAL  REPORT 

Well,  1997  was  a  year  that  looked  like  It  was  going  to  be  a  great 
year.  However,  at  the  start  of  the  busy  season  I  lost  my  full 
time  officer  Kyle  True  and  a  part  time  officer  Matthew  Canfield. 
This  set  the  department  back.  With  the  help  of  part  time  officer 
David  Johnson  who  stepped  up  and  filled  in,  we  were  able  to  at 
least  keep  up  with  the  calls  for  service.  The  delay  in  obtaining 
a  full  time  officer  enabled  the  police  department  to  buy  two  lap 
top  computers  for  the  cruisers.  A  special  thank  you  to  the 
people  who  donated  to  the  lap  tops.  In  October  the  Center  Harbor 
Police  department  hired  a  full  time  officer,  Mark  Chase  to  re- 
place Kyle  True's  position.  This  brings  us  back  up  to  full 
strength. 

In  1998  the  Center  Harbor  Police  department  has  asked  for  an 
increase  in  the  part  time  officers  budget.  This  Increase  will 
allow  the  part  time  officers  to  work  two  days  a  week  for  the  year 
instead  of  two  days  a  week  for  six  months.  The  additional  money 
is  for  a  cadet  program.  The  cadet  will  use  a  bike  to  patrol  the 
down  town  area,  beach,  town  docks  and  Senters  Market.  They  will 
also  be  used  on  major  holidays  and  special  events.  In  the  past 
there  were  numerous  complaints  from  people  who  have  used  the  town 
beach  and  watched  young  children/adults  use  vulgar  language  and 
commit  criminal  mischief  to  town  property  after  the  life  guards 
have  left  for  the  day.  With  the  aid  of  the  cadet  program  we  will 
be  better  able  to  monitor  the  boat  trailer  parking  and  the  moor- 
ing of  boats  at  the  town  docks. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  time  to  thank  all  the  people  who  have 
assisted  the  department  in  1997.  A  special  thanks  to  Mrs.  "Chip" 
Sorlien  who  has  donated  her  time  to  doing  secretarial  work  for 
the  department .

I.  Mission  Statement: 


Lakes  Region  Family  Service  Assn.,  Inc.  is  a  private,  non-profit  organization 
dedicated  to  strengthening  all  families  by  establishing  programs  to  promote  healthy 
relationships  among  adults,  parents  and  children.  We  exist  io  help  individuals  reach  their 
potential  and  enhance  their  lives. 

Our  work  in  the  community  is  based  on  the  belief  that  the  family  is  the  basic 
building  block  of  a  healthy,  well-functioning  society,  the  vehicle  for  the  passage  of  values  from 
one  generation  to  the  next,  and  the  unit  in  which  we  learn  to  love  and  communicate  with  others. 
The  mission  of  Lakes  Region  Family  Service  is  to  support  and  empower  families. 


II.  Agency  Programs  and  Services 


Lakes  Region  Family  Service  (LRFS)  is  a  private,  non-profit  social  service 
organization  which  has  been  offering  programs  to  the  residents  of  the  greater  Lakes 
Region  for  over  27  years  from  our  primary  location  in  Laconia,  NH.  We  also  have 
satellite  offices  in  Moultonboro  and  Wolfeboro  and  offer  groups  and  some  services  in 
churches  and  schools  throughout  the  region.  Programs  include:  Counseling,  Child 
Advocacy,  Parent  Aide,  Mediation  and  the  Family  Life  Institute. 

A.  The  Counseling  Program 

LRFS  is  primarily  a  counseling  agency  that  promotes  personal  growth  and 
healing  for  children,  teens,  adults  and  families  in  a  safe,  confidential  environment. 
Clients  are  treated  with  caring,  compassion,  and  respect. 

Our  staff  of  experienced  professionals  deal  with  a  wide  variety  of  issues 
including:  child/adolescent  adjustment,  marital/divorce  issues,  re-marriage/blended 
families,  ADD/ADHD,  depression,  anxiety,  stress,  grief  and  alcohol/substance  abuse. 
The  counseling  staff  has  expertise  in  dealing  with  issues  of  child  emotional,  physical 
and  sexual  abuse,  as  well  as,  neglect. 

Support  groups  are  offered  throughout  the  year,  including:  Adult  Anger 
Management,  Self-esteem  for  Adolescents,  Co-dependency,  Adult  Children  of 
Alcoholics,  Eating  Disorders,  Adult  Incest  Survivors,  Abusive  Men,  Children  Who 
Wtness  Violence,  Spirituality  for  Women  and  the  Role  of  Men  in  the  90's.  Social  Skills 
training  for  elementary  school  children  and  Teen  Anger  Management  continue  to  be 
offered  both  in  the  schools  and  the  community. 
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The  Teen  Anger  Management  Program  (TAM)  is  a  good  example  of  how 
LRFS  makes  a  significant  difference  in  the  communities  we  serve.   In  1996,  LRFS 
implemented  the  TAM  program  in  response  to  a  need  expressed  by  Police  Chief 
Michael  McCarty  of  Belmont  to  develop  a  program  to  deal  with  increasing  verbal  and 
physical  abuse  by  adolescents.  LRFS  designed  an  early  intervention  program  to  break 
the  cycle  of  violence  and  prevent  its  escalation.  Originally  designed  to  serve  30 
students  and  45  parents  in  the  first  school  year,  the  program  actually  served  more  than 
80  students  and  their  families.  The  TAM  program  is  a  prime  example  that  LRFS  is 
local,  responsive  and  flexible  —  small  enough  to  react  quickly  to  the  needs  of  the 
communities  we  serve. 

In  1996-97,  LRFS  sponsored  three  sessions  of  Teen  Anger  Management  at  the 
First  Baptist  Church  in  Belmont.  Other  sessions  were  held  in  Laconia  and  at  Gilford 
Middle  High  School.  There  is  no  charge  for  this  program  which  is  funded  by  a  Belknap 
County  Incentive  Grant. 

Social  Skills  training  is  being  offered  in  the  Interlakes  School  District  for  the  8th 
consecutive  year.  In  this  early  intervention  prevention  program,  children  who  are 
defined  as  "at  risk"  (such  as,  extreme  shyness,  aggressiveness,  failure  to  interact 
appropriately  with  others)  work  with  the  guidance  counselor  and  a  counselor  weekly  for 
six-week  periods.  They  build  self-esteem,  decision-making  and  conflict  resolution, 
helping  them  to  get  along  better  with  others.  This  program  was  originally  funded  by  a 
Belknap  County  Incentive  grant,  but  that  is  restricted  to  three  years  in  any  given  school 
district.  Town  allocation  funds  have  allowed  us  to  continue  this  program. 

The  Counseling  Program  accepts  most  major  insurance  reimbursements, 
Medicaid  and  offers  sliding  scale  fees. 

B.  The  Child  Advocacy  Program 

Certified  counselors  offer  assistance  to  parents  and  children  who  are 
coping  with  the  trauma  of  child  sexual  abuse.  Services  include:  24-hour  crisis  line; 
court  and  hospital  accompaniment  and  support,  non-offending  parents  support  group, 
resource  referral,  community  education  and  prevention  programs,  as  well  as,  individual 
and  family  counseling. 

All  of  the  advocacy  services  are  offered  at  no  charge.  Funds  are  received 
through  the  Victim  of  Crime  Assistance  Program  and  administered  through  the 
Department  of  Justice  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire. 

C.  The  Parent  Aide  Program 

Parent  Aides  provide  a  wide  variety  of  in-home  services  to  families  who 
need  intensive  training  to  handle  the  daily  challenges  and  struggles  of  life.  Services 
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may  include:  parent  education;  advocacy,  supervised  visitations,  nutrition  and  meal 
planning,  budgeting,  transportation,  as  necessary,  and  teaching  the  procedures  and 
skills  necessary  to  find  and  access  appropriate  resources  and  additional  services. 

The  overall  goal  of  this  program  is  to  assist  families  who  are  experiencing 
difficulties  with  their  children.  This  can  be  for  many  different  reasons,  but  usually  the 
children  are  experiencing  problems  in  school.  As  an  organization  that  has  worked  with 
families  for  over  27  years,  we  know  that  when  children  are  having  trouble  at  school, 
they  often  are  having  trouble  at  home  as  well.  Parents  and  brothers  and  sisters  often 
have  trouble  coping  with  a  variety  of  other  problems.  The  Parent  Aide  Program  is 
designed  to  help  identify  some  of  the  problems  and  develop  a  plan  to  help  deal  with  the 
problems  in  the  best  way  possible. 

LRFS  has  an  agreement  with  the  Division  of  Children,  Youth  and  Families 
to  provide  these  services  to  families  referred  by  their  agency.  LRFS  has  provided  these 
services  to  others  only  when  grant  funded  for  specific  locations.  In  1996-97,  we 
received  a  grant  from  the  NH  Charitable  Foundation  to  serve  the  Winnisquam  Regional 
School  District.  In  all,  19  families,  including  98  individuals  were  served. 

D.  The  Mediation  Program 

Definition:  What  is  Mediation?  Mediation  is  a  process  of  dispute 
resolution  which  brings  people  together  to  resolve  their  conflicts  by  helping  to  break 
down  barriers  in  communication  and  produce  solutions  that  are  acceptable  and 
beneficial  to  all  involved.  A  neutral  third  party  provides  a  safe  environment  where 
participants  are  given  assistance  to  design  their  own  agreement.  LRFS  offers  Family, 
Parent/Child,  Peer,  Tenant/Tenant  and  Marital  Mediation. 

Family  and  Parent/Child  Mediation 

Mediation  helps  families  learn  new  ways  of  solving  their  problems. 
Typical  problems  addressed  in  Family  and  Parent/Child  mediation  are:  communication, 
discipline,  household  rules,  and  rebelliousness.  Other  issues  include:  re-integration  of 
children  leaving  foster  care,  blending  families,  child  visitation  and  grandparents  rights. 

In  1997,  LRFS  sponsored  a  40-hour  training  for  11  additional  family 
mediation  volunteers  bringing  the  current  total  to  25.  The  program  requires  a  minimum 
of  10  hours  of  continuing  education  training  each  year. 

Peer  Mediation 

In  an  effort  to  reduce,  and  ultimately  to  prevent,  violence  among  youth, 
LRFS  has  been  working  for  the  past  3  1/2  years  with  area  schools  to  teach  peer 
mediation  to  students  starting  in  the  fourth  grade.  The  peer  mediation  coordinator 
works  collaboratively  with  school  guidance  counselors  and  teachers  to  implement  a 
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program  of  students  helping  students  through  the  training  of  conflict  resolution  skills. 
These  students  then  become  mentors  for  other  students.  In  the  1996-97  school  year, 
270  students  were  trained  or  took  refresher  courses  at  Gilmanton  Elementary;  Pleasant 
Street  School,  Laconia;  Sanbornton  Central  School;  Southwick  Elementary  and  Union 
Sanborn,  Northfield;  and  Winnisquam  Middle  School  in  Tilton.  In  1997-98,  Peer 
Mediation  training  is  planned  at  Belmont  Elementary  and  Middle  Schools,  Sanbornton 
Central,  Winnisquam  Regional  School  District,  Woodland  Heights  Elementary  and  the 
Memorial  Middle  School  in  Laconia. 

Family,  Parent/Child  and  Peer  Mediation  programs  are  offered  at  no 
charge  to  our  clients.  These  valuable  programs  which  allow  for  the  prevention  or  early 
intervention  of  problems  are  funded  by  a  Belknap  County  Incentive  grant,  the  Lakes 
Region  United  Way  and  town  allocations. 

Tenant/Tenant  Mediation 

This  is  a  new  program  being  offered  in  1997.  After  training  by  the  NH 
Housing  Finance  Authority,  mediation  volunteers  will  be  offering  this  service  to  elderly 
and  disabled  residents  of  subsidized  housing.  The  increasing  numbers  of  elders  and 
their  long-term  housing  needs  create  a  potential  for  resolving  tenant  conflicts.  Issues 
range  from  privacy,  space,  and  boundaries  to  communal  living  with  diverse  populations. 
LRFS  is  in  the  forefront  of  meeting  this  growing  community  need.  Grants  are  being 
written  to  fund  this  program. 

Marital  Mediation 

Marital  mediation  is  offered  by  LRFS,  because  it  is  nonadversarial, 
mutually  beneficial,  and  it  is  best  for  the  children.  All  of  the  discussions  are  tempered 
by  the  fact  that  both  parents  will  have  a  continuing  relationship  as  parents  with  the 
children.  Issues  include:  parenting  agreements,  custody,  visitation,  property  division, 
financial  support,  future  decision  making  and  changing  needs. 

Certified  Marital  Mediators  receive  60  hours  of  initial  training,  60  hours  of 
internship  and  10  hours  of  continuing  education  each  year.  Currently,  there  are  3 
certified  and  6  interns  in  this  program.  This  program  is  fee  for  service  and  self 
supporting. 

E.    The  Family  Life  Institute 

The  Family  Life  Institute  (FLI)  was  created  to  help  prevent  family  problems 
by  increasing  collaboration  between  LRFS  and  other  community  resources.  The  FLI 
has  two  components;  one  community-based  and  the  other  professional. 

The  FLI  sponsors  training  by  the  clinical  staff  for  professionals  who  work 
with  children  and  families,  as  well  as,  businesses,  civic  organizations,  individuals  and 
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families.  Topics  include:  conflict  resolution,  stress  management,  communication  and 
assertiveness,  diversity,  alcohol/substance  abuse,  effective  parenting,  personal  growth 
and  self-esteem.  (Programs  are  offered  every  Fall,  Winter  and  Spring;  See  current 
flyers  in  the  folder.) 

In  November,  1996,  the  FLI  sponsored  our  first  professional  workshop, 
entitled,  "Creating  Bridges:  Ethical  Dimensions  of  Working  with  Children  and  Families." 
Over  75  professionals  attended.  Participants  were  pleased  to  have  quality  training  with 
continuing  education  credits  and  an  opportunity  to  communicate,  exchange  ideas  and 
perspectives  and  to  improve  collaboration  among  human  service  agencies  in  our 
region.  The  second  professional  workshop  brought  nationally-recognized  expert  on 
adolescence  and  parenting,  Anthony  Wolf,  Ph.D.  to  Laconia.  He  presented  a  free 
parent  lecture  to  over  130  people  and  a  professional  workshop  to  over  90  for  human 
service  professionals  who  work  with  adolescents  and  their  families. 

The  professional  workshops  are  self-supporting.  It  is  important  for  LRFS 
to  be  able  to  continue  to  provide  FLI  parenting  education  programs  at  minimal  cost. 
Currently,  we  charge  only  for  the  cost  of  materials  and  we  are  not  offering  childcare.  In 
order  to  make  these  programs  available  to  as  many  as  possible,  we  would  like  to 
continue  to  subsidize  this  portion  of  the  program.

We  anticipate  a  continuing  increase  in  these  numbers  with  the  continuation  of 
the  Social  Skills  Program  and  the  Peer  Mediation  program  in  the  schools.  We  are 
planning  to  offer  the  Teen  Anger  Management  in  the  Interlakes  School  District  in  97-98. 

Both  the  Teen  Anger  Management  Program  and  Family,  Parent/Child  and  Peer 
Mediation  programs  are  currently  partially  funded  by  Belknap  County  Incentive  Funds. 
These  are  start-up  funds,  allowing  an  agency  to  prove  the  value  of  a  new  program.  We 
are  asking  that  town  allocations  raise  $19,525.00  to  support  the  Counseling  Program 
and  $5,500.00  to  support  Family  and  Peer  Mediation. 

Counseling  services  are  provided  on  a  sliding  scale  fee.  Counseling  costs  range 
from  $75.  -  90.  per  hour.  For  those  clients,  who  have  insurance  that  does  not  cover 
mental  health,  or  who  need  help  meeting  their  co-payments,  they  may  receive  services 
for  as  little  as  $20.00  per  hour.  For  clients  who  qualify  for  Healthlink,  they  may  pay  as 
little  as  $5.00  per  hour.  LRFS  works  with  clients  to  adjust  their  fee  based  on  what  they 
can  afford.  In  1996,  the  agency  adjusted  payments  $81,198.00. 

Lakes  Region  Family  Service  requests  $3,500.00  from  the  Town  of  Center 
Harbor  for  the  1998  calendar  year.  This  is  the  same  amount  that  was  requested  and 
received  in  1997.  We  request  $3,000.00  to  support  our  Counseling  Program  and 
$500.00  to  support  Family  Mediation  services.  The  appropriation  for  counseling  will 
enable  us  to  continue  to  offer  services  to  Center  Harbor  residents  at  the  most 
affordable  rates  possible.  The  Mediation  allocation  enables  us  to  continue  offering 
Family,  Parent/Child  and  Peer  Mediation  free  of  charge.

Inter-Lakes  Day  Care  Center,  Inc.  is  a  private,  non-profit,  state 
licensed,  non-denominational,  tax  exempt  community  child  care 
agency  incorporated  in  October  1971,  and  governed  by  a  volunteer 
Board  of  Directors.  In  the  exercise  of  its'  charter  power,  the 
Agency  aims  to  promote  child  development  and  family  support  for 
working  parents  through  comprehensive  infant,  toddler,  preschool 
and  school  age  developmental ly  appropriate  curriculum  for  chil- 
dren six  weeks  through  twelve  years  old. 

Our  Center  is  open  year  round  from  6:30  AM  to  5:30  PM  in  one  site 
and  6:00  PM  in  the  other,  making  it  possible  for  parents  to 
maintain  employment.  Services  include  full  and  part  time  child 
care,  morning  preschool  programs,  school  based  extended  day 
programs,  vacation  day  camp  programs,  summer  day  camp  programs 
and  U.S.D.A.  approved  hot  meals  and  snacks.  Through  the  State  of 
New  Hampshire  under  Title  XX  we  are  able  to  provide  sliding  fee 
scale  tuition  based  on  income  level  and  family  size.  It  is 
available  for  purposes  of  employment,  training  and  pursuit  of 
degrees  or  certificate  programs,  job  search  and  temporary  disa- 
bility. 

Additional  services  include  sponsorship  of  the  Inter-Lakes  Family 
Daycare  Nutrition  Program,  a  group  of  35  licensed  home  day  care 
providers  who  receive  federal  reimbursement  from  U.S.D.A.  by 
serving  approved  meals  and  snacks  while  providing  care  for  chil- 
dren of  working  parents. 
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PARKS  AND  RECREATION  DEPARTMENT 
ANNUAL  REPORT  -  1997 

This  being  Center  Harbor's  Bicentennial  year,  the  recreation 
department  was  very  busy  organizing  events  for  the  community. 
With  the  help  of  the  Bicentennial  committee,  a  Winter  Carnival 
was  held  on  February  8  with  an  attendance  of  around  200  people. 
A  skating  party,  hot  lunch,  entertainment  and  snow  sculpture 
contest  highlighted  the  day. 

On  March  22  the  Third  Annual  Spike  Into  Spring  volleyball  tourna- 
ment drew  30  players  from  around  the  state  who  competed  all  day 
at  the  ILHS  gym.  This  was  run  in  coordination  with  the  Moulton- 
boro  Recreation  Department.  The  annual  children's  Easter  Party 
was  held  March  29  with  70  children  hunting  for  and  decorating 
eggs.   Each  child  received  a  carved  Bicentennial  Easter  egg. 

In  May  the  recreation  department  made  it's  major  purchase  of  the 
year  in  the  form  of  a  new  flagpole  and  flag  for  Nichols  Memorial 
Library.  On  May  24  and  31  the  children's  Bicentennial  garden 
programs  were  held  in  conjunction  with  the  library,  with  15 
children  in  attendance  each  session.  Special  events  were  planned 
for  Memorial  Day  on  May  26,  with  a  Civil  War  Living  History,  ILHS 
band  concert  and  the  annual  Memorial  Day  parade. 

Canoe  and  kayak  races  were  held  at  the  town  beach  on  June  28  to 
commemorate  the  first  intercollegiate  sport  contest  in  the  U.S. 
held  in  Center  Harbor  bay  In  1852-the  Harvard-Yale  Crew  Race. 
Thirty  adults  and  children  participated  in  these  fun-oriented 
races.  Lifeguards  were  on  duty  at  the  town  beach  June  25  through 
August  24.  Two  sessions  of  Red  Cross  swim  lessons  were  taught 
with  40-50  children  signed  up  for  each  session.  At  a  water 
carnival  on  August  7  children  were  awarded  their  certificates. 
The  summer  of  1997  experienced  one  of  the  worst  cases  of  Swimmers 
Itch  (also  called  Duck  Itch)  that  the  lake  has  seen  in  awhile. 
We  continue  to  urge  the  community  and  guests  not  to  feed  the 
ducks  as  this  encourages  the  parasites. 

July  3  was  Children's  Day  on  the  Main  St.  common  and  approximate- 
ly 70  children  enjoyed  clowns,  crafts,  face  painting  and  enter- 
tainment. The  19th  Annual  Center  Harbor  Footrace  drew  the  larg- 
est crowd  ever  with  469  children  and  adults  participating  in  the 
races.  The  Bicentennial  Parade  also  held  on  July  4  was  the 
longest  ever  and  was  highlighted  by  the  Bicentennial  quilt,  the 
1876  Camp  Asquam  flag  and  J's  Drum  and  Bugle  Corp.  Fourth  of 
July  fireworks  ended  the  day  of  record  breakers  as  the  most 
spectacular  ever. 

The  Center  Harbor  Town  Band  under  the  able  leadership  of  director 
Paul  Mayerson  held  six  concerts  this  summer  on  Fridays  July  4 
through  August  8.  An  average  of  35  band  members  played  each 
night  in  the  new  bandstand  with  a  tremendous  response  of  approx. 
250  spectators  at  each  concert. 
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20  children  registered  for  the  summer  recreation  program  which 
took  place  at  the  town  beach  July  11  through  August  15.  Children 
participated  In  arts  and  crafts,  fieldtrlps,  tennis  lessons  and 
an  end  of  summer  Bicentennial  birthday  beach  party.  Art  Instruc- 
tor Jean  Meloney  donated  her  time  to  assist  with  many  of  the  art 
programs.  150  spectators  came  to  the  beach  to  enjoy  a  chicken 
barbecue,  the  7th  Annual  Center  Harbor  Horseshoe  Tournament  and 
entertainment  on  August  16. 

"Bandstand  Bash"  programs  were  presented  in  conjunction  with  the 
library  on  July  17  and  31  featuring  storytellers  and  music.  50 
people  attended  each  of  these  events. 

The  annual  children's  Halloween  party  was  held  October  31  with 
80-90  in  attendance.  A  performance  by  Gary  the  Silent  Clown 
highlighted  the  evening.  Children's  Heritage  Programs  were 
organized  in  conjunction  with  the  library  on  Nov.  15  and  22. 
Children  participated  in  weaving,  candlemaking  and  traditional 
dance  with  10  to  12  in  attendance  at  each  session.  A  holiday 
party  and  tree  lighting  at  the  library  on  December  6  drew  35 
adults  and  children  for  crafts,  food,  storytelling,  music  and  a 
visit  from  Father  Christmas. 

Recreational  and  power  volleyball  programs  are  run  year-round  at 
the  ILHS  and  ILES  gyms  on  Sunday  and  Tuesday  nights.  Bart  Cou- 
dert  volunteers  his  time  to  conduct  these  programs. 

As  co-chair  of  the  Bicentennial  Committee,  I  was  pleased  to 
organize  the  following  events  for  the  community:  Winter  Outing 
at  the  Red  Hill  Inn  on  January  26  which  drew  50-70  people,  the 
Beard  Growing  Contest  and  choral  performances  at  the  C.H.  Congre- 
gational Church  on  April  5  with  an  audience  of  100,  a  street 
dance  on  July  5,  and  Harvest  Concert  at  the  bandstand  on  Septem- 
ber 21  featuring  local  talent . 

This  is  my  last  year  as  Parks  and  Recreation  Director  and  It  has 
been  my  pleasure  to  serve  the  town  In  this  capacity  from  1990  to 
1997,  and  as  Parks  Commissioner  from  1980  to  1985.  I  would  like 
to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  many  businesses  in  town  who 
sponsored  entertainment  and  programs  and  who  donated  prizes  and 
goods  for  our  many  events  this  year  an  in  past  years.  Smooth 
running  recreation  programs  and  well  maintained  facilities  would 
not  have  been  possible  without  the  help  of  town  officials  and 
town  personnel  who  have  cooperated  fully  with  me  over  the  years.

31,  the  minimum  contract  amount  $300.00  has  been  based  on  your 
1996  figures,  which  were:  2  stray  dogs  §  S91.00.  This  expense 
appropriation  has  been  approved  by  the  N.H.  Department  of  Revenue 
Administration.  In  total,  4  dogs  were  brought  in,  but  2  were 
returned  to  their  owners. 

We  hold  all  stray  dogs,  if  not  picked  up,  the  full  seven  days  @ 
S8.00  per  day.  This  fee  totals  S56.00.  The  fee  for  stray  cats 
will  be  $20.00.  The  charge  for  any  strays  which  must  be  euthan- 
ized remains  at  $35.00.  Any  animal  claimed  by  the  owner  is 
charged  to  the  owner  and  not  the  town. 

Whenever  the  Society  received  a  stray,  it  of  course  becomes  our 
full  responsibility:  we  must  see  to  its  veterinarian  needs,  try 
to  locate  the  owner,  hold  it  for  court  action  if  necessary  and 
eventually  either  place  or  euthanize  the  animal.  We  feel  that 
this  service  to  your  community  has  been  provided  at  modest  cost 
in  the  past,  and  we  look  forward  to  doing  the  same  Job  in  1998.
